Including laborers, of the mer- 
chant marine, toniinorco and Industry, 
the irnphlc arts nnd the publishing 
bu»lnets. 


ISo lar tho biggest opposition to tho 


law \»t come from tlie people It was 
de»lcn*d to favor—tho working peo- 
ple. On payday. April 30, a million or 
tto employe* (nearly nil workers here 
are paid monthly} found five por cent 
Jesi In theli pay em elopes, this five 
por cent havtaK been token out for 
the pension fund, therefore tho long 
and loud howl. 


Th« feeling Is strong that In 
the 


present form tho law cannot bo long 
enforced. It is too fuH of discrepan- 
cies which must bo eliminated and ot 
obsoorii points that must b0 cleared 
up before Iho law can be put on a 
saUatactory working basis 
In tho 


meantime, however, 
business men 


throughout Argentine must comply as 
host they can with tho law's provis- 
ions.
